DISPUTE COST. 


After lasting 29 weeks, the dispute 
between the shipbuilding employers 
and the Boilermakers’ Union has come 
to an end. The settlement terms will 
be submitted to a ballot vote of the 
men.

West of Scotland is so de- 
pendent on shipbuilding and marine 
engineering that the settlement has 
changed the whole atmosphere of the m- 
dustry from one of gloom to one of hope. 
lt is understood that on the repairing 
side a considerable amount of arrears 
created by, the dispute can now be 
tackled. fork has been held up on 
many ships which would have been over- 
hauled within the past seven months. 

For new work a fair number of orders 
have been taken recently. These orders 
include large passenger vessels, colliers, 
cargo tramps and small eraft. 

It is stated authoritatively that in the 
dispute 10,000 boilermakers were involved, 
an that 60,000 other workers, either 
directly or indirectly, were rendered idle, 
The loss in wages and in dole and relief 
payment and demands on trade union 
unds, is pt at a conservative estimate 
at £9,000, or & . 

The settlement is regarded on ali sides 
as a recognition by the workmen's repre- 
sentatives of the general principles of 
the national overtime and night shift 
arrangement, as it had been negotiated in 
respect of all the workmen in the ship- 
yards, subject to consideration being 
given to any anomalies and special cir- 
cumstances peculiar to the pieceworkers.

TREATY MUST STAND. 


M. Poincaré has reafürmed the 
impenetrable attitude which he has 
takent up regarding France's posi- 
tion in the Ruhr squabble, 

Last night he again referred to 
Mr. Baldwin's warning that “it 
may be difficult to maintain inde- 
finitely attempts to work together 
with Allies so difficult.” ` 

" Recent events,” said the French 
Premier (quoted oy Reuter), “are 
not calculated’ to incline us to weak- 
ness towards Germany or to make us 
regret our occupation of the Ruhr. 

“On the contrary, we ought to re- 
gard ourselves fortunate in to-day 
having in our keeping the principal 
mining basin which serves for the 
manufacture of war material to our 
foreign enemies, who are a prey to 
nationalist passions and who cherish 
feelings of revenge. 

“We thus find ourselvea in a posi- 
tion to defend the peace and preserve 
our victory. 

“ We will not tolerate again, I affirm 
it, that either one or the other shall be 
compromised.
